Covent Carden J heatre. 

Mr, Caarirs Bano made his fist appearence at this theatre last 
evening. He has many claims apon the kindness of the public, and it 
is evident that they were remembered and aekvowledged ; he need 
not, howe.vr, seek for indalgence ; he may justly claim warm appro- 
bation. He was heartily welcomed on his entrance, and his first seng, 
‘ Had Ta heart for falsehocd framed,” placed his success beyond all 
doubt ; it was rapturously encored. His voice is ciear ond powerful, 
capable of sustained effort, and of every degree of modulation.— 
The manner in which he sung, Ah! sure a pair was never seen,’ 
increased the impression in his favor, and throughout the whole even- 
ing he had abundant reason to be satisfied with his reception—a more 
saecessfu! debat we never witnessed. There is certainly some room 
fer improvewent in his execution, and, occasionally, some want of 
judgment and matured taste was perceptible. Miss Paton’s ‘* Adien 
thou dreary pile,” was the perfection of science and melody. Mr. 
Fawcett, as fsaac, and Mrs. Davenport, as the Duenna, were most 
amusing; nothing could be better than the manner in which she open- 
ed the battery of her addresses, and the affected reluctance to sing and 
the manner of her singing, convulsed the audience with laughter.— 
The house was crowded, and the whule performance passed off with 
great spirit. 

Kixe’s Tueatre—ZIl Crociato in Egitto was repeated last Tuesday 
evening. A paper was circulated, anuouncing “ that Siguor Velluti, 
labouring under a severe hoarseness, and sore throat, was uuder the 
palnat necessity of omitting some of his part.” In other respects, 
the Opera went off as well as usual. The Ballet of La Cruche Cassce 
followed.—-Considering that the winter in London has but just com- 

menced, the house wis well attended. 

Orympic.—Mr: W. West has been engaged here, and made his ap- 
pearance on Monday night, in the favorite pieces of Lore Letters, 
and Detly and the Rat.—The Pantomime continues to atixvact. 

Apecent.—There was an excellent house here last evening, to see 
The Pilot, Chrietmas Bowes, aud tie new Comie Pantomime, called 
dhe Three Golden Lamps; or, Harlequin and the Wizard Dwarf. 
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Mr. O’Keere.—The public, who have derived so much amusemeut 
from the works of this dramatic veteran, will hear, with regret, that 
in a very advanced age, and deprived of sight, he has hardly the means 
decent support. He had enjoyed a pension of £20. a vear, bat the 
receiver of Covent-garden theatre does not conceive himself authorised 
to pay it, under the restrietions of the Lord Chancellor. It is not to 
be supposed, however, that his lordship could have intended that any 
of the restrictions, which he deemed necessary, should deprive this 
literary veteran of so humble a stipend, and so well earned by the 
many successful pieces from his hand, whieh were first represented at 
this theatre, beside the many others which are often performed there. 
We think, therefore, that as the annuity in question was granted by 
former proprietors of the theatre, and, as we understand, remained on 
the books, there can be little doubt that the present proprietors would 
be too Jiberal to annul this scanty piftance to an original and hamo- 
yous writer, many of whose works will remain stock-pieces on the 
stage—who is old, infirm, blind, and necessitous ; and that the re- 
ceiver in paying it, would not only be sanctioned by the Lord Chan- 
eellor, bat receive his approbation.
